Theoldvie-w 
is supported by tho experiment of placing 
a tblii KlfCB of nn eye under tho mlcroscopo, 
when tho Imago of any object reflected 
£iom the mirror is seen to be transmitted 
through each ol tha heingono.1 Icnsc*. A 
rough model of an insect's eyo may ba 
made by taking a gloss ahado of tho form 
of a half sphere, Buy about 1C inches in di- 
ameter. Plnco the cyoat tho center of the 
globe and point on Its surface the picture 
of tho outer world as Been through it. 
It 


this painting bo divided into squares by 
lines scratched at Intervals of ono-eighth 
Inch, there will bo 25,600 of thorn, and the 
proportions urn roughly thoso found in tho 
eyo of a dragon fly. 


If now, instead of tho details of the pic- 


ture on encli square, a dab of color be 
placed ou it corresponding to tho general 
tone, tho oITect of tho whole will piotty 
nearly ngrco with that of tho original 
painting. It is probably this indistinct 
vision that insects actually possess. Math- 
ematically it mny bo shown that to ob- 
tain anything like euch perfect vision ns 
human beings enjoy an eye constructed on 
tho coinpoimcl typo would havo to bo of 
most impracticable sizt. In our eyos the 
rays of light passing through asinglo lens 
form an image on the concave retina. Tho 
retina is built up of the sensitive termina- 
tions of the optic nerve, forming n kind of

If our lens

two points mny appear separate to tho eye, 
they must subtend on an^lo of about cue 
minute of arc—that Is, for Instance, that 
flue Hues ruled onu-twentieth of nn Inch 
apart can be made out to be scparnta at tt 
distance of four yartls. 
Eeyond this the 


whole surface has a uniform pray tint. 


Calculations clearly show that insects 


cannot seo nearly as well aa this, and their 
behavior to distant objects favors this 
opinion. 
But their eyes havo this advan- 


tage—namely, that tliuro is practically no 
limit to tho nearness of objects thoy can 
eramino. The details of their own an- 
tennae probably appear plainer to them- 
selves than to us, bub objects at the dis- 
tance of ft foot appear to them with about 
tho same minuteness of dcitail as would 
bo nttninad if they were made oC rather 
coarse wool work. Beyond this tho shades 
of light and dnrk nro evident to thorn, but 
outlines must bo blurred aud lost.—North 
British.

The Temperance Reform

The chief ol the treasury bureau of 


itatistics reports thnt since, tba Elaine 
'reciprocity" arrangements 'were made 
>ur exports to the countries concerned 
lava increased about $10,000,000 in tho 
aggregate. Tiio arrangements.bave been 
n offect for different periods, averaging 
perhaps 3^ years. 


It must rot bo inferred thnt the in- 


creaso in our exports to the dicker coun- 
tries has been due to the dickers. Proba- 
)ly it has been in tbe case of Cuba, but 
tboro is little, if any, reason to think 
hat it luis in other cases. Statistics have 
lorotoforo \ieeu given in theso columns, 
:akeu from ofiioiril sources, showing that 
our exports to the dicker conn tries were 
iicrcasiug quite as fast—in some .in- 
Btnuces faster—before tho dickors were 
made as they have increased since. 


Tho official figures also show that in 


nearly every case our imports from the 
dicker countries have increased more 
;iiau onr exports to them. The Elaine 
lolicy has I'ailod therefore to accomplish 
ts main purpose, which was to remedy 
:ho heavy "adverse balance of trade" 
with tho conn tries concerned. Cubn fur- 
nishes the only exception to this state- 
ment. The lesson taught by the Elaine 
experiment is the very old one that the 
best way for couyress co help trade ia to 
at it alone and give it a fair chance to 
lelp itself.—Chicago Herald.

Always place your plates in the 
kiln on edge and never set them down flat 
if you can possibly fire them any other 
wny. 
If you have a kiln full of French 


china and wish to put in a few pieces of 
English ware, give them the coolest place 
in tho kiln. 


If tho article Is a vase, do not set it on 


the bottom of the kiln, but place some 
article underneath It. Never allow one 
piece of English china to touch another oE 
tho same mouufacturo or of any other 
make, as there is great danger that the 
soft glaze will adhere to the hardor glaze, 
and in separating them afterward one will 
bo broken. 
In a very hard fire tho stilts 


Rill flra into tho glazo against vfhlch the 
points rest if that glazo is very soft. 
One 


piece of French chinu can rest against an- 
other—and the rule is tho same with the 
German—providing there is no color on 
tho china at the point of contact, but the 
English glazes are so so£t that there is 
great danger of one piece firing on to the 
othev. 
In an ordinary flra, suitable for 


English \VOTC, the stilts can boused safely. 


English ware should not he subjected to 


a long, slow fire. This may result in blis- 
tering the wmo the same as if tho firing 
had been too hot.

We shall see 
the wine, having once found Its way be- 
tween tho glasses, riso in red threadlike 
streaks to tho surface of tho water in B, 
coloring It a more or less rosy tint, grow- 
ing fainter nnd fainter as it nears tho low- 
er edge of tho glass.

cient tirno for tlie experiment, which is 
automatic iu Its working, wo shall reach 
the following result: Tho glass A fvill oC 
clear water, B full of rosy Uuid and C 
empty.

Seo With Their Strange Eyes. 


Two theories ot Insecf rlslou are estant 


—tho older one that each ]ena fonnfl a 
separate eye, and the moro recant one that 
Insects ecu as in a mosaic, each lens form- 
ing part of tlio total plcturo. The old view 
IB supported by the experiment of placing 
a thin Bllcoof sn oyo under the microscope, • 
when tlie Imago of any object reflected 
from tho mirror le Been to bo transmitted 
through each of the hexagonal lenso*.. A 
rough model of an Insect's eye may bo 
made "by taking a glass shade of tho form 
of a half sphere, Bay ntiout 16Inches In di- 
ameter. Place tho eye at the center of the 
globe and point on its surface the picture 
of the outer world as seen through it. 
If 


tills painting bo divided into squares by 
lines scratched at. intervals! of one-eighth 
Inch, there will bo 25,600 of them, and the 
proportions are roughly thora found in the 
eye of u dragon fly. 


If now. Instead of the details of the pic- 


ture on each square, a dab or color be 
placed on ib corresponding to tho general 
tone, the effect of the whole will pretty 
ncnrly agree with that of the original 
puinting. It is probably this Indistinct 
vision that insects actually possess. Math- 
ematically It may bo shown that to ob- 
tain anything like sucli perfect vision ae 
human beings enjoy an eyo constructed on 
the compound typo would have to bo of 
most impracticable size. In our eyes tho 
rays of light passing through a single lens 
form an imago on the concave retina. Tho 
retina Is built up of the sensitive termina- 
tions of the optio nerve, forming a kind of 
tessellated 
pavement with 
30,000,000 


squares to the square Inch. If our long 
\VQTO o£ perfect shape find tho pupil wide 
enough, the sizo of things which might be 
soon as distinct objects would bo limited 
by tho distancoof tho nerve endings of the 
retina from ono another. 
In order that 


two points may appear separate to tho eye, 
they must subtend an angle of about one 
minute of arc—that is, for instance, that 
fine lines ruled one-twentieth of an Inch 
apart can bo made out to bo separate at a 
distance of four yards. Beyond this the 
whole surface has a uniform pray tint. 


Calculations clearly show that insects 


cannot BQO nearly as well as this, and tucir 
behavior to distant objects favors this 
opinion. 
But their eyes havo this advau- 


tage—namely, that thoro Is practically no 
limit to the ncanioFS of objects they can 
ezamlno. Tho details of their own nn- 
touuu3 probably appear plainer to them- 
selves than to u3, but objects at the dis- 
tance of a foot appear to them with, about 
tho 6ume minuteness of detail as would 
bo attained If they were made of rather 
ooarso wool work. Beyond this the shades 
of light and durk are evident to them, but 
outlines must be blurred and lost.—North 
British Advertiser.

Tho Elasticity and Fraeility of GltHS. 
ThB elasticity and fragility of glass aro 


among itsmoat extraordinary phenomena. 
Its elasticity exceeds that of almost all 
other bodies. If two glass balls be made 
to strike each other at a given force, tho 
recoil, by virtue of their elasticity, will bo 
nearly equal to tlio original Impetus. 
Tako a hollow sphere of ^Inss,'with a hole 
in it, and stop tho hole with your flugcr, 
so as to prevent the air from communicat- 
ing, and tho sphere will fly to pieces by 
the rnoro beat of the hand. Vessels of 
glass that nave teen suddenly cooled pos- 
sess the curious property of lioing ablo to 
resist hard blows given to them from with- 
out, but will be instantly shivered by n 
small particle of flint dropped in their 
cavities. 
The thicker the bottom is the 


more certain of Breakage by this experi- 
ment.—Professor W. O. Patton.

were cast by Democrats, while S3 Republi- 
cans, 39 Democrats and 8 Populisbs voted 
against U.

The Senate's View of It.

sible devising means of Improvingthecon- 
dition of the treasury. 


So far as oan be learned, no measure 


has been ' proposed for submission to the 
committee, but tho movers for this meet- 
ing hope, that a general exchange of views 
on cha part of members of tho committee 
will indicate general lines upon which ft 
bill may be framed which would stand a 
chance of receiving the approval of tlie 
committee and of the senate. 


It is also understood that Senator Vest 


Uas in mind the outline of a plan, for a bill 
which ho ratty submit to the committee, 
nnd which may prove the basis of future 
ciinsiderution, The two principal features 
of his plan are; First, to authorize the 
issuance of a sufficient number of low- 
rate bonds to retire the $346,000,000 worth, 
of greenbacks; aud, second, to provide for 
the purchase and coinage of a sufficient 
quantity of silver >to Increase the silver 
circulation to 5760,000,000, which would be 
an increase of about 8150,000,000. 


This is suggested as a compromlso;upon 


which the bond advocates arid the silver 
men can agree, but tho scheme has not 
met with general favor so far as it has 
been canvassed. Some oE the silver sen- 
ators, notably the Republican silver sen- 
ators, havo taken the position that they 
will accept nothing short ot a provision 
for unlimited silver coinage. 
They will 


not insist upon frao coinage at a ratio of 
18 to 1, but are willing to allow the gov- 
ernment a liberal seigniorage. 


They will not agree, however, that any 


limit shall be placed upon the amount to 
be received on the terms agreed upon. It 
Is not known now the finance committee 
will stand upon this proposition, b-it tho 
silver men believe that a poll of the com- 
mittee will show the majority friendly to 
that metal. 
: The Republican members of the finance 
oommltliee do not regard the outlook as 
promising for any action at all, and they 
predict that there will be as great a di- 
vergence of opinion among- members, and 
they predict that it will be quite as impos- 
sible for the senate Democrats to agree on 
any bill presented as It has been for the 
house to agree on the CarlislB bill.

the soldiers and pelt them with stones. 
The Armenians ulso flrcd several shots at 
tho troops, and the lattor replied with n 
volley. Tho Armenians than fled, and re- 
assembled in a narrow valley, whoro the 
pursuing troops overtook thorn. 


Tho Turkish oinccr in command, in a 


conciliatory speech, advisod thorn to dis- 
perse. 
Some obeyed, but many refused 


,o do so, and the troops ilced a second vol- 
.cy. 
In nil, UUO Armenians wero killed. 


This, according to Senor Ximencs, was 
tho only serious aSray of the whole ufEuir. 
Many prisoners wove taken, it is true, but 
thoy wore released. 


Tho Armenians tliomselvos, the traveler 


claims, siiid that thoy hud been deluded 
by an agitator named Bohazian, alias 
Moinah, a former pupil of an American 
mission, and implicated In the disturb- 
mcns at Koumkupo, for which ho was 
condemned to penal servitude, and, later, 
pardoned by the sultan. 


Xlmcnos visitod the scene of tho conflict 


,n September and did not see any sign of 
disturbance. 
Every village he visited, lio 


says, was perfectly tranquil, and tho only 
villages destroyed appear to havo been 
somu Kurdish hamlets which were set flro 
:o by bhe Armenians. In conclusion, bo 
said that in Armenia the so-callod "Ar- 
menian question" does not cxisb. 


Tho Bfihslcmarioa' SJde. 


BOSTON, Jan. 10.—Secretary Barton of 


tho American Board of Commissioners of 
Foreign Missions was shown tho cable 
from London containing- tho statement of 
Senor Ximeneri relative to tho Armenian 


ssacres and his charges against Ameri- 


can missionaries. He said: "Tho state- 
ment of Senor Xlmcncs is, upon the faco 
of it, an utterance of the Turkish govern- 
ment sent out to stay tho rising tide of 
public opinion against tho misrule of tho 
Ottoman empire. It is well understood 
that tlie Turkish government is using 
every means to cover its tracks, 


'The Amorlcau Board of Commission- 


ers for Foreign Missions, which havo mis- 
sions in Asia Minor and eastern Turkey, 
and not 'Methodist missions,' as reported 
by Sonar Ximened, state that all oC their 
schools ure kept scrupulously freo 
from 


politics of every kind. Students who have 
shown any tendency to revolution have 
been summarily expelled. The best citL- 
zeiis and most loyal supporters of the gov- 
ernment fire among tho graduates of those 
institutions. It is not true, either, that 
thu education Is boyond tlie needs of the 
country. 


'It Is true that many agitators have 


tried to turn attention from themselves 
by Hxlng the blaniti upon some of these 
American schools, but in every case under 
investigation tho school has fully exoner- 
ated itseK and proved that it was in no 
•way responsible for tho acts of u few out- 
laws. Why did not Xlmenes (?ob his wits 
together and make known his facts to the 
world a long time ago, when the Ameri- 
can and English press was full of massacre 
news?"

ngprogato. Tho urrangciuienta have been 
in effect for cliilerout periods, averaging 
pcrluiti.i 3*4 years. 


It must not bo inferred that the in- 


crease in our exports to the d,iokor coun- 
tries haa been clue to tho dickers. Proba- 
bly it has beeu in the case of Cuba, but 
there is little, if «uy, reason to think 
that it lias in other cases. Statistics bavo 
heretofore liecn given in thoso columns, 
taken from official sourcea, showing that 
our exports to tho clicker countries wore 
increasing quito as f;vst—iu Borne in- 
stances faster—boforo tho dickers vvero 
made as they have increased einca. 


Tho official figures also show that in 


nearly every caso our imports from the 
dicker oonn tries have increased more 
than our exports to them. 
The Elaine 


policy has failed therefore to accomplish 
its main purpose, which was to remedy 
tho heavy "adverse- balance of trade" 
with the countries concerned. Cuba fur- 
nishes tho only exception to this state- 
ment. The lesson taright by the Blaiua 
experiment is tho very old ono that tha 
best way for congress to help trado is to 
lot it alone and give it a fair chauco to 
help itself.—Chicago Herald.

Their feet and 


arms were bare, thoir faces brown, but 
they looked cheerful, at least those did 
•who paused In their work to start at the 
passing train. 
Near Paestum "gangs of 


women wcro at flekl work, with n man to 
oversee them, cracking a long hunting 
whip." 


At Anialfl we saw old women carrying 


on their backs londa of wood xip the long, 
rocky stairways leading to tho CJappuccinl 
Monastery Lotcl. 
The wood was 4 feet 


long, and to all appearances there was 
nenriy a quarter of a cord on each wom- 
an's back.. 
In several places in southern 


Italy we witnessed this almost brutal 
Eccno of wojnen bent and staggering be- 
neath loads of wood which they were car- 
rying up tho hills. 
Tho first feeling ono 


has on seeing women thus employed is of 
resentment against suine one who has 
forced them to it, but evidently the rough 
out of door toil is voluntarily assumed, or 
at least accepted as inevitable. 


Easily Traced.

livrceny and n state prison offense, yet this 
and tho further fact that an imiuonse- 
numbcr of these culprits have already been 
sent to penitentiaries in different states do 
not deter dozens of others every month 
from making like thefts.

justing and repairing and will betoken to 
a repairer, and thon tho thief is easily ap- 
prehended, 
Thus wo acitually lose few or 


no maohinea."—Philadelphia Ledger.

wni ditched yesterday. It had not strength 
enough to surmount the first parliamen- 
tary obstacle placed in its path. 


The committee on rules, in obedience to 


the ducrao of the Demoocatio caucus on 
Monday, brought In an order to close gen- 
eral debate and proceed under the five- 
ralnate rule until Saturday, when the 
final vote should be taken, but the sup- 
portars of the bill showed lamentable 
weakness. 


They were unable to order the previous 


question, the demand, therefore, being re- 
fused, first by a rising vote of 92—101, 
and then 
on a yea and nay vote by 


124—120. Tho advocates of the bill wera 
dunifounded when they discovered that 
they had boen beaten In the preliminary 
skirmish, and the order was withdrawn. 
This was the first reverse the committee 
on rulos had suffered In four years. 


Au autilyflie of the vote shows that all 


of the IB-i votes in favor of the rnotkm 
•wore cast by Democrats, while 8S Republi- 
cans, 80 Democrats and 8 Populists voted 
against lc. 
Of the 39 Democratic votes 


against the motion, It was pointed out 
that 24 were oast by Democrats defeated 
for re-election. 


Ho-w Carlisle Feels'Aliout It. 


SeoretMy Carlisle remained in Speaker 


Crisp's private office for an hour yesterday 
afternoon conferring with house leaders 
on tlie effect of the reverse suffered by the 
currency bill. 


Besides Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Crisp there 


was present Messrs. Catchlngs and Outn- 
walto 
of 
the 
rules 
committee, 
Mr. 


Springer, who had been In charge of the 
bill; Mr. Hall of Missouri of the currency 
committee, und Mr. Tucker of Virginia, 


Tho talk partook somewhat of tho na- 


ture of a conference as to what course of 


• action should bo pursued in view of the 
unexpected turn of affairs. 
Mr. Carlisle 


maintained his usual composure, and gave 
no indication that he felt cither chagrin 
or apprehension. On the contrary, ho 
epoko jocularly of Representative Sib- 
ley's Bunsatkmttl speech, and 
said he 


would like to know whom he had "bribed 
with a revenue colloctorship," as Sibley 
had alleged. 


The socretary expressed regret that the 


j rule had been defeated, und he shared the 
view of others present thit the defeat 
closed tho prospects for the bill in its pres- 
eiitform. The result was a surprise tohim, 
for he had not shared the doubts of .tlie 
house leaders up to the time of the vote. 


; Ho had expected that amendments would 
, be requested which would overcome tho 


j opposition of certain elements and 
make 


the passage of the bill possible. 


Will Let It Rest 


Now that tho rule was defeated, Mr. 


Carlisle agreed with the house leaders that 
it was desirable to let the bill rest for a 
time. 
Ho did 
not 
suggest any now 


measure or any material changes from 


; the present one. It appeared to be the 


j idea, however, that efforts should be di- 
| rectod toward turning the objections of 


those Democrats who had voted against 
tho rule, in order that these objections 
might be overcome if possible.- 


After the conference Jlr. Springer said 


that while some concessions might be 
made in tho interest of harmony, yet no 
concession could be made on the basis of 
giving the sliver men everything they 
wanted. 
"If Mr. Bland and his friends 


will not give us their assistance except on 
oondltion of silver at a ratio of 16 to I, 
tlion they must shoulder the responsi- 
bility of flie defeat of all legislation, as no 
such Inconsistent compromise is possible." 


Tlie Senuto'a View of It. 


Many of tlie Democratic senators re- 


ceived the announcement of the adverse 
vote on the currency but as a summuns to 
take the question up and Hud a way out 
of the difficulties with which the country 
is confronted. 


Senator Voorheos took the first step for 


tho formal consideration of the matter by 
issuing a call for a meeting of the flnanco 
committee to be held 
this afternoon. 


This meeting is for the purpose of cau- 
vufislngthe entire situation, and If pos- 
sible dovlsing moans of Improving the con- 
dition of the treasury. 


So far as eon be learned, no measure 


has been proposed for'submission to the 
committee, but tha movers for this meet- 
ing hopa that a general exchange of views 
on the part of members of the committee 
will indicate gouerul lines upon which a 
bill may be framed which would stand a 
chance of receiving the approval of tho 
committee and of the senate, 


It is also understood that Senator Vest 


has in mind the outline of apian for a bill 
which ho may submit to the committee, 
nnd which may prove the basis of future 
consideration. The two principal features 
of his plan are; First, to authorize tlie 
Issuance of a sufficient number of low- 
rate bonds to retire the §846,000,000 worth 
of greenbacks; and, seoond, to provide for 
tho purchase and coinage of a sufficient 
quantity of silver to increase the silver 
circulation to $760,000,000, which would be 
all increase of about 8150,000,000. 


This is suggested aa a compromise upon 


which the bond advocates and the silver 
men can agree, but -the scheme has not 
met with general favor so for as it has 
been, canvassed. Some oC the silver sen- 
ators, notably the Republican silver sen- 
ators, have taken tho position that they 
will accept nothing short of a provision 
for unlimited silver coinage. 
They will 


not insist upon free coinage at a ratio of 
16 to 1, but are willing to allow the gov- 
ernment a liberal seigniorage. 


They will not agree, however, that any 


Hmit shall be placed upon tho amount to 
be received ou the terms agreed upon. It 
Is not known now the finance committee 
will stand upon this proposition, b-it the 
silver men believe that a poll of the com- 
mittee will show the majority friendly to 
tb-at metal. 


Tuo Republican members of the finance 


committee do not regard the outlook as 
promising for any action at oil, and they 
predict, that there will be ug great a di- 
vergence of opinion among members, and 
they predict that it will be quite as Impos- 
sible for the senate Democrats to agree on 
any bill presented as It has been for the 
house to agree on the Carlisle bllL

tho request of the governor of BItlls, or- 
ders wero senc to Zekki Pasha to mobilize 
troops and restore order. Consequently 
four battalions, about 120U men, were 
hastily collected and ser£ 


To -Disperse tho Armenians. 


Tho troops overlooked tho latter on a 


plabeau on Aug. 28, and demanded their 
surrender. 
The Armenians, who num- 


bered nbont 3000, commenced to jeer nt 
the Koldlera and pelt them with stonos, 
Thtj Armenians alau llrad several shots ab 
the troops, and the Jabtor replied with ti 
volley, The Armenians then tied, nad re- 
ussumbled in a narrow valley, whore the 
pursuing troops overtook them. 


Tho Turkish oillcor lu command, In a 


conciliatory speech, advised them to dis- 
pcrso. 
Some obeyed, but many refused 


to do so, iind tho troops flrod a second vol- 
ley. In till, UUO Armeniuns were killed. 
This, according to Senor Ximcnes, was 
tho only serious affray oC thu whole affair, 
Many prisoners wero takon, it is true, but 
they wero jvjleased. 


The Armenians themselves, the traveler 


claJiue, said that they had beuu deluded 
by an agitator immed Bohazian, alias 
Momah, a former pupil o£ an American 
mission, and implicated in the disturb- 
ances at Koumkapo, for which he was 
condemned to ponal servitude, und, later, 
pardoned by chu sultan. 


Xlmenes visited thu scene of tho conQlcb 


,n September and did not see any sign of 
disturbance. Every village he visited, ho

ers for Foreign Missions, which Imvo mis- 
sions in Asia .Minor and eastern Turkey, 
and not 'Methodise missions,1 as reported 
by Sunor Ximenos, sbate that all of their 
schools aru kupt* scrupulously frco from 
politics of ovory kind. Students who Imvo 
shown any tendency to revolution havo 
boen summarily expelled. Tho bast citi- 
zens and most loyal supporters of the gov- 
ernment «u'e among thu graduates of thoso 
institutions. It ia not true, either, chat 
the education is beyond the needs of the 
country. 


'It Is true that many agitators hnve 


tried to turn attention from thamsolvcs 
by Axing the blame upon some of these 
American schools, but in every case under 
investigation tho school has fully exoner- 
ated itself and proved thut it was in no 
way responsible for tho acts of u fuw out- 
laws, Why did not Xhuenes Ret his wit-s 
together uud make known his facta to tho 
world a long tiniu ago, when tho Ameri- 
can and English press was full oL massacre 
news?"
